Of course the oldest 
are the most distorted and rh^r.~''d 
and worn, and In them there Js now 
no esftsin trace to be found of life 
at all. 

HOW THE EARTH GOT ITS RIBS 

Probably the earliest forms of life 
were small and soft, ieavina no evi¬ 
dence of tbeir existence behind them. 
It was only when eome of these liv- 
ifif thinps dfiveioped skeletons and 
ahella of Ilmd and sdch-like hard 
material that they left fossil veatirea 
after they die< and so put them¬ 
selves on recoH for examination. 

The literature of peolopy is very 
largely an account of the foaslla that 
are found in the rocks, and of the 
ui^er in which lajrers after layers of 
rocks lie one' ovvr another. 

The very oldest rock must have 
bean formed before there was any 
sea at all. when the heat was too 
hot.for a aet^ to exist-and when the 
water that ie now sea was an atmo- 
spbere of steam mixed with the stir. 
Its higher levels were dense with 
clouds, from which a hot rain fell to¬ 
ward the rock below, to he converted 
again into steam before it reached 
their incandeecence. Below this 
steam atmosphere the molten world- 
stuff solidined as (hs first rogks. 

WHEN ALL SEAS WERE STEAM 

These first rocks must have soil'd!- 
as a cake over glowing liquid 
material beneath, 'much as cooling 
lava does. They mutt have appeared 
fir®! f^r. .fust® .“"d Clinkers. They 
must have been constantly remelicd 
and reciratatttxrd before arty thick¬ 
ness of them* became ri-rm T-.-ntiy 
solid. 

The name of fundamental gneiss 
is Riven to.a great underlying aya- 


ar.u worn, which do contain traces 
of life. These first remains ara of 
the simp^st descriptipn;.-they are 
the vestigea of simple plants called 
algae, or marks like the tracks made 
by worms in (he sea mud.

It is well understood, of course, that 
for a greet many years Ihe labor 
unions have been complaining of 
Whttt they call "government by In¬ 
junction.** They do not seem to un¬ 
derstand Uuu. the mildest and roost 
benevolent form the government can 
take is that which they call ’’govern¬ 
ment by Injunction*' l,aw>'crs un¬ 
derstand (his, but .as'many of my 
readers are not lawyers, an^ have 
I*r«>l>.tl>iy fallen tnto^the error of sup¬ 
posing that “government by injupc- 
Uon" means 'government by oppres¬ 
sion'* rather Ihsh •government by 
protection'* for. (heir benefit. I will 
explain exactly what “gpvernment by 
injunction.** so called, means and 
I what Its purpose is and what it reel- 
I ly accempliahes. I rah do thU best 
' by illustration' 

Two men living as neighbors art 
: eeparated by a dividing line. Near 
this Itpe grows a magnificent tree. 
It Is near (he house of .one of these 
parties. Jt is not only ornamental 
but is useful as a shade. The other 
(tarty claims that the tree belongs to 
h’m and is not on hla neighbor's side 
of the line He expresses his deter¬ 
mination to cut il down; chop ii up 
and carry R'awa'y N’ow what Fs Ihe 
other party to do? Very’ True. hriTfAy’ 
ait at the root of the tree with a 
loaded gun and repel hia neighbor, 
which he probably has a right to do. 
But la it not more humane and more 
orderly for him to go into court, sue 
out a preliminary writ of injunction, 
have hia neighbor cniled In and let 
(hem. before an inteHigent cdurt.

is **C*overnment by Injunction.'* 

But innumerable cases are conflnu*.

It Is a welt understood principle, 
however, that courts of equity will 
not intervene where there is a plain 
and adequate remedy at law. It must
